AmaM'mg Outcome of a Salvation Army Meeting in the Heart of the Dark Continent

IN 1923, I received instructions fiom 
the General to proceed to The 
Army newly-opened Tenitoiy of 
Kenya, formerly known as Biitish 
East Africa, and thus had the honor 
of being the first International visit- 
or to this new field of laboi, which 
in alea is about tv/ics the siEe ot 
Great Britain, and has a population 
of a little more than three millions, 
including a considerable number of 
Indians and Europeans. The main 
population is made up cf thiee Native 
races, the great Bantus, the intelli- 
gent Venda, and the stalwait Masai, 
together with a few strange pigmy 
ti'ibea and inhabitants of the jungle. 

Of the impressions which I gather- 
ed concerning The Army's Work I 
will say nothing. It was already well 
established in Nairobi, the capital, 
and surrounding villages, and was at 
the time ef my visit under the com- 
TTBiid of Brigadier Hobert Peat. The 
Brigadier, who was greatly beloved 
by the people and held in hjgli respect 
by the authorities, was promoted to 
Glory towards the end of last year. 

But one incident occurred, the nature 
of which should be a tremendous en- 
couragement as well as a useful les- 
son to Missionary Officers through- 
out the world. 

Not longr had I been in Nairobi 
when Brigadier Peat, anxious to visit 
some new tribes, made arrangements 
that I should accompany him on his 
joui-ney. 

By the kindness of a gentleman of 
the city, the Brigadier obtained the 
loan of a motor car, \<-ith driver and 
two native servants. The district 
which he intended to visit was two 
days' journey. Several incidental 
happenings on the way added interest 
and a tittle inconvenience to the 
journey. A serious breakdown to the 
car, however, necessitated our re- 
maining all night at a coffee and 
menlie plantation. 

The planter himself, who I after- 
Wards leained was of Dutch national- 
ity, v;a3 away on busine.'js, b jt the lady 
and their eldest son did all they 
could to make the party welcome, and 
to accommodate us comfortably for 
the niglit.

came over me that I should hold a 
meeting that night with those men; 
but I said nothing. 

Walking round the garden after- 
wards with Brigadier Peat I mention- 
ed my feelings to him, but he merely 
replied, "Impossible, my dear fellow. 
We cannot speak the language of 
these natives, and there is no inter- 
preter." I assured him, however, 
that God Himself had spoken to me, 
and to hold a meeting I was deter- 
mined. 

Eetuming to the house I hinted at 
my deaire lo the lady, who looked 
surprised, and did not offer me much 
encouragement. Seeing I was deter- 
mined, she said she would do what 
she could^and sent one of the ser- 
vants round the plantation to an- 
nounce that a meeting would be held 
on the lawn in front of the house at 
half-past nine, and any of the men 
were invited to be present. 

Seeing a piano in the room I asked 
the lady if she could play. 

"A little!" she replied. 

Talking with her T learned that 
never to her knowledge had a Mission- 
ary been in the district, and when I 
asked for the loan of a Bible she con- 
fessed there was none in the house. 

Half-past nine came. When Brig- 
adier Peat and I stepped out on to 
the laivn in the tropical moonlight 
we encountered a sight that I do not 
think I can ever forget There must 
have been seven or eight thousand 
black fellows, wearing practically no 
clothes, and in all manner of postures 
— some standing, others squatting 
on their haunches, others reclinihg on 
their bides, or on their backs, or oi\

him. Neither of us spoke. We 
stood dumbfounded. How to be- 
.gin we did not know. At last I said, 
"My dear fellow, if ever in our lives 
we have tu depend upon God it is 
now!" 

I began by giving out a song. Hav- 
ing no Song Book with us — for we 
had not prepared for meetings— I 
relied upon my, memory, and recited 
the verse — 

Tell me the old, old stoi-y. 

Of unseen things above. 

Of Jesus and His glory, 

Uf Jesus and His love. 

This of course resolved itself into 

a duet. We sang many, many times 

the refrain — 

Tell me the old, old story, 
Of Jesus and His love. 
Looking at that great crowd I 
noticed, as the song proceeded, a 
marked change on their countenances. 
Their t)ig, round, black eyes stood out. 
I wondered what they were thinking. 
No doubt they were trying to puzzle 
out what sort of people we were, and 
what kind of language we were 
speaking. 

Brigadier Peat gave out the second 
verse —

IT IS JDST over four years since the auspicious 
opening of this Institution by His Honor, 
Lleut.-Governor Grant. Tlie Lleut.-Governor's 
name will be interwoven In the annals of tlie 
Hospital's history for many years. His presence 
at the opening ceremony was accompanied by a 
reauest that the first haby horn in the Hospital, 
providing it was a boy, should bear hU name. As 
it happened the first was a boy, 
and young Grant Booth Living- 
stone, as he is named, became 
the recipient of a beautiful silver 
cup, presented to him by His 
Honor on the occasion ot the 
first anniversary. 

Young Living!*one was the 
forerunner ot 1,316 little bits Ot 
helplessness who have since 
p'eeped out upon the world tor 
the first time at "Grace Mater- 
nity." In the large majority o£ 
cases, these babies have been 
sturdy and robust. But whether 
xohuat or trail, they have always 
received to the utmost the skilled 
and sympathetic attention ot the 
Staff. 

One among the Infants whose 
llTeSl were despaired of and wbo 
la now healthy and vigorous, la 
little Cora, as we will caji her. 
Brought in when but four days 
old, with her mother who was in 
extremis and afterwards pa.^jsed 
away. It was thought that Cora 
hadn't "the ghost of a chance." 
But the Hospital Staff is not 
easily daunted. They believe 
that "while there's lite, there's 
hope." They watched and waited tor six months 
vlllle the little lite hovered on the border-line. 

Then their watchful care triumphed. Cora be- 
gan to mend. For fifteen months she was tended 
and, as it divining what she owed her nurse- 
friends, she rewarded them with baby smiles and 
cunning ways, until she became a prime favorite 
with all. A delighted father then appeared on the 
scene and claimed his bonny little daughter, and 
latest reports indicate that Cora ia still in excel- 
lent health. 

Hight from the commencement the publle hag 
Ticen at the back ot The Army's Women's Social 
operations in Halifax, 
and has lent splendid 
support. It was at the 
time ot the terrible 
explosion ot 1917, 
ivhen the pitifully 
Inadequate h o u s i ng 
conditions were ex- 
p'osed. that the need

citizens their most generous, moral, and flnanclttl 
support in this worthy undertaking." 

The women ot Halifax played no small part In 
launching this venture; not only in the drivt for 
funds, but also in some veiT e-tcellent work be- 
hind the scenes. Under the direction ot Mrs. 
■William Dennis, every chnrch and society in Dart- 
mouth and Halifax was repvesenled among tlin 
groups of women who met at 
the Hospital day aftei' day to 
sew. As a result ot their in- 
dustry and perseverance, 4,082 
articles, which included sheets, 
towels, bed-spreads, cvirtalns 
and infants' garments, were 
ready for use on t!ie clay ot 
opening, and as Slaff-Captain 
Clarke proudly remarks: '"the 
Bight ot the linen cupboards 
was a delight to every woman 
who saw them." 

Among the numerous friends 
the Hospital possesses are the 
members ot the Women's 
Aujciliai-y, a body organized 
during the Hospital's second 
year, and consisting of mothers 
who have been cared 'for in the 
Hospital. Their purpose is to 
help the Hospital regularly m 
some substantial way. They 
msst monthly tn dlaciiss ways 
and means of achieving tlieir 
objeet, and, whilst they talk, 
they industriously p 1 y their 
needles, so that the linen stock 
and otbqr necessities are in no 
danger ot depletion. And there 
Is a surprisingly large stock to 
For instance, in tlie Hospital's 
one week, 5„';3B pieces were 
laundered, 1,992 of this nunibei- being inf.int gar- 
ments; 695 sheets, and 641 towels. Thus it is 
readil^ seen that the Auxiliary meets a real need. 
Then there are the schemes hatched in fertile 
minds of (he Auxiliary wijrheia which neve,r fail 
to succeed, and thus enrich the Hospital coffer.-i 
and equipment. One Instance of this Is the "Oni- 
of-doors" reception and sale which they organized 
and carried through on the occasion ot the second 
Anniversary. Ag a sonvenlr of this effort they pre- 
sented the Hospital with a very dainty "Nursery

One mother, heiself a nurse, writes: "I tlilnk 
the name necklace id very uuinue, and will lie a 
great comtort to the mother who might woiry on 
tliis account, althoi|gh I really believe it is tlie 
father who fears this more than the mother." 

Then the Auxiliai'v tlonated a unique convey- 
ance, ivnown as a haby carrier, in which five tiny 
tots can be transported, at one time, lietween 
iiiirseiT and ward — a splendid time-saving device. 
It is significant of "Grace Maternity" tliat 
accominodation is made for all classes, Tlie 
mother witli means may have the comforts of 
home, plus the advantages oE all the 'facilities oE 
a modern Hospital; and it is worthy oE note that 
many well-to-do mothers avail themselves oE tliesc 
facilities. The mother with moderate means may 
sliare a two-bed ward for a very reasonable fee. 
For those who can pay only in part, the best ol 
skill and cai'e in a public ward are provided, witti 
free medical service. 

Then there is the unmarried inotlier, for wliom 
v/hat is known as. the "Home aeclion," is reserved. 
For many of these broken-hearted girls', entry Into 
the Hospital spells a new era. Surrounded, hy 
every influence for promoting spiritual and moral 
good, they 'frequently depart from the Hospital witli 
an entirely new outlook, of wliicli their after Hie 
gives ample testimony. 

Among the testimonials received from grateful 
husbands we auote the following:

instance, there, has been no material 
reduetion in tlao price of uniform, 
particularly pants.

A GOOD MUSICIAN 

To be a good Instrnmentallst should 
be the ambition ot every Bandsman. 
Pure tone being the first requisite, 
the wide-awake Bandsman will strive 
to Improve the quality ot tone he pro- 
duces on his Instrument. Control and 
mastery ot the Instrument is most 
desirable. Private, systematic prac- 
Ice Is the formula tor acquiring full 
control. The ability to "deliver the 
goods" consistently can only be at- 
tained through hard work. 

A good Instrnmentallst Is never 
satisQed until he can play every note 
on the copy eorrectly, with due ex- 
pression and careful attention to 
marks, and — when the "stick" comes 
down la "up and at 'em" and obliv- 
ious to his surroundlngg. 

Careful training and personal en- 
deavor wlir enable a Bandsman to 
graduate from the high grade of good 
Instnimentaiist to that lotty position 
where he can truly be called "a 
musician." 

No one can 'find fault with a man 
for striving to eicol aa a player, so 
long as he ever eeebs to put first 
thlnget fliBt.

DRINK MILK 

There is No Substitute for This 

Valuable Food in the Children's 

Diejt — See That They Get It 

SomediiieR, even on the farm 
where there is generally nillk la 
abundance. Ihe child weaned fi-oni his 
wholly milk diet and initiated into 
(ho delights of solid food, will refuse 
to drink milk. Or, sometimes, at the 
age of two or three, hfe will suddenly 
rebel against drinking milk. All too 
many limes he is allowed to drink 
it or not, just as bo chooses. If lie 
refuses to drink it. no effort lis .made 
to bring back his taste and enjoy- 
ment of it. 

This attitude, however, is wrong. 
Milk i.s needed and needed in abun- 
dance. Iiy the growing child. No 
(>ther i!ood can take Its place m 
tlie sm.ill child's diet. 
Somehow he must again 
acquire the habit ot 
drinking milk. But 
how? 

Tiicre are many ways 
of malting milk attiac- 
live to a child. Some 
times a pretty eup or 
glass, never used for 
anything else, will 
make a child willing to 
drink milk, just for the 
pleasure of handling 
the attractive bit of 
glass or china. Drinlt- 
I'ug the millc through 
straws nearly niwayB 
appeals to ehildren, es- 
Iiecially it two or three 
drops of flavoring ex- 
tract have been added to the milk. 
One iiiolher succeeded in winning 
hack her child's lost appetite [or 
milk by tinting it delicatcl.v. 

I'natiuK a pretty picture on the 
Ijotioni of tlio gla.ss- /oulsiflo) for her 
litlle girl to see when she had drained 
the glass was the ingenious method 
e-aiploycd by another mother. A piece 
of hard candy, dropped in the glass, 
has served the Haiiie purpose. 

No tea, or coffee should ever be al- 
lowed children, but cocoa and cereal 
coffee are beneficial. These can bo 
made entirely of milk, except for the 
sniaJl Quantity of water needed to 
dissolve the powder. 

Sneh "encouragements" need only 
be used toi' a short time. Soon the 
habit oE drinking milk in one [ei'ni 
or another will be re-established. 




WASHING CLOTHES 

Almost every nation has a differ- 
ent method of washing clothes. 

The Korean wa.<^herwomen are per- 
haps a.s hard worked as any, because 
the men of that countr.v wear extreme- 
ly wide trousers and dresses! The 
women wash in cold water always, 
usually in a running slieam, and they 
pound the clothes with paddles, till 
they shine almost ao though they had 
been starched. 

Egyptian men do the washing for 
their families. They stand at the 
edge of a pool, or a stream of run- 
ning water, and slap the wet clothea 
upon smooth round stones. This style 
of washing takes the dirt out, to he 
suie, but it also takes a portion of

the material as well, and holes are 
llie result. 

The Japanese rip ,up their soiled 
garments for every washing! Their 
washing is all done out of doors, and 
in a tub about the size of an English 
dish pan. Usually they just rub the 
clothes with the h.-md till they are 
clean; but occasionally, if the gar- 
nients are very dirty, a little ex- 
tremely greasy soap is used, and they 
stamp on the clothes wth their feet. 

Chinese women — that is, the lower 
castes, whose feet arc unbound — 
wasli their clothes by stamping upon 
them with bare feet. They, like their 
.Japanese sisters, use very tiny tubs. 

Canadian women will be thankful 
that washing appliances are So far 
improved 'iliat. such inethodE as in- 
stanced above are unknown here.

Usually it is either the result of ex- 
aggerated discouragement, as already 
intimated, or because of a peculiar 
desire, ridiculous as it may sound, to 
become over-familiar with the Offi- 
cer, both of which causes are equally 
despicable. It would .seem, tlioii, 
that the only effectual romedy is in 
the grace of" God. Thus it might bo 
a good idea to .irrange special prayer 
on their behalf, or nt least to put 
their names on the private prayer- 
list. Surely their souls are as im- 
portant as those of the "big" sir.neis 
for whom such urgent efforts aro 
made in our Corps.

WONDERS OF SOUND 
TRAVEL 

A famous balloonist named Glai- 
Bher always found that sounds from 
the earth varied accordine to the 
dampness or dryness of the air. 

When in the clouds four miles 
above the earth, he heard a railway 
train, but when the clouds were fai* 
below him all was silent. 

Another balloonist, Mr. Bacon, 
found how wonderfully piercing was 
the shriek of a railway whistle. The 
shouts of children were always the 
first to be heard among the many 
sounds rising frojn human beings. 

The discharge of a gun was heard 
by Glaisher at a height of two miles. 
Bacon's experience in this respect 
was curious. He was ballooning when 
he heard what he imagined to be the 
yelp of a dog. 

It was the sound of artilleiy prac- 
tice a mile below. 

At a height of between 5,000 ft. 
and 6,000 ft. Glaisher could hear the 
deep sound of London rising like the 
roar of the sea. At a greater height 
still, the sound had sunk to a mere 
murmui', while at a height of four 
miles above London all was hushed. 

A noted French balloonist discover- 
ed that he could hear the crowing of 
a cock and the sound of a church bell 
at 5,000 ft. 



PRACTICAL VALUE OF 
FOSSILS 

The invertebrate fossil is the clock 
by which the geologist tells the time 
ill history when the rock bed contain- 
ing the fossil was formed. This clock 
has been put to practical uses. New 
York was spending thousands of dol- 
lara in search of anthracite coal beds, 
until geologists demonstrated that 
thto beds in this State could not pos- 
sibly contain coal. Fossils proved 
that the rock beds belong to the De- 
vonian age, not the Carboniferous, 
and the useless expenditure of money 
at once ceased. 



THE AQD TEST 

An innkeeper In Rainier National 
Park has devised an acid test for 
honesty, says the "Scientific Ameri- 
can." He exposes a stamp box with 
a fine assortment of stamps of var- 
ious denominations, with a sign, 
"Stamps for sale. Help yourself and 
pay in coin only. Attendant will 
Ohange bills."

On the 
front edge of the hind wings, the 
microscope shows us a row of tin.v 
hooks, and when a bee startfi to fly 
it hooks these wings to a I'idge nn 
the hind edge of the fore wings, so 
that, for flying purpo.ses, the bee 
really seems to have but two wings.

Commercial L'se of Microscope 
"We have learned," he continues 
further, speaking of commercial uses 
of the microscope, "that you cnanot 
tell the quality of steel merely by 
knowing the ingredients of which it 
is composed. You must know as mil 
what its microscopical structure Is. 
You can take five pieces of iron of 
identrca! chemical composition, and 
yet, if you treat each of them differ- 
ently in heating and tempering, you 
will have five different steels. So 
the steelmaker is a constant user of 
the microscope, utilizing it to select 
the right kind of steels for rails, 
girders, automobile axles, razor 
blades, and very fine tools. 

Under the microscope, we see that 
the edge of a razor blade is not, as 
it appears to the naked eye, 3 lin, 
straight, sharp line. Instead, the 
edge has very fine teeth, just like a 
saw. So the manufacturer of ra«r 
blades uses the microscope to test his 
product. 

"The hair spring of your watch 
rests in the cavity of a jewel, an 
emerald or a ruby. This cavity is 
measured in hundredths of an inch, 
and the slightest roughness or devia- 
tion in it would interfere with the ac- 
curacy of the movements. So the 
jewel workei', in making pinions £m 
watch movements, uses the micio- 
scope as an aid in eliminating imper- 
fections from this cavity so that its 
depth and circumference will fit pei^ 
fectly the part that is contained in 
'it." 

And so, simple in construction as S 
is, the microscope is able to reveal tj 
us marvels of God's creation of which 
man himself would never have 
dreamed.
